"We cannot help fearing tbat tbe ex- 
periment for meeting tbe oducntiomil 
■wants of tbe country Ij'ing beyond tbe 
Cascftdoa by means of cential board- 
ing scbools is about to be tried under 
very, infelicitous ciroumstances.' ' In 
k» ; ^ the first place, a grave error -was oom- 
rmitted in the selection of a site. Tho 
correspondence relating to the dark 
and more than suspicious circum- 
fitftnccs under which that selection wns 
umdo has already been jn-intod, aud wo 
leave tbe jiublic to form their own 
conclusions as to the motives and in- 
fluences -which induced the Executive 
so grossly- to stullify themselves and 
imperil, if not absolutely sacrifice, im- 
portant interests. It would have been 
•well had tbe selection of a site been 
the only blunder. How true it is that 
one false stop leads to another. Tluis 
we find tbe bill providing for the work- 
ing of this e.\periuiental Provincial 
boardidg-Bcbool plneuig tlie aoleiiowor of 
enjjaifing and disinissiug teachers aud 
servants in tho bauds of local Trustees. 
In March last, the Board of Education 
passed, amongst other resolutions, the 
following; — 

"The Board are of opinion that in 
dealing with the question of a Board- 
ing School at Kaniloopa, ov elsewhere, 
that tho niauagoniout of siicli School 
should not be left tu tho control of 
Local Trustees; but should bo retain- 
ed in tho bands of tho Board of Edu- 
cation until tbe experiment .has been 
tried by tbe test of time." 

More recently the same Board ex- 
pressed very decided views on the 
like nature aud presented co^'out rea- 
sons in support of these viev.s. Noc- 
withstauding all that, however, tho 
Legislature has decided, although only 
by tho casting vote of tho Chairman, 
tha^ the sole and absolute power shall 
be vested in the local Trustees, thus 
giving them greater powers than arc 
possessed by the local Trustees of 
common District schools. "We sin- 
cerely regret that an important experi- 
ment, upon which such large issues 
hinge, is likely to coino to grief 
through the weakuess or culpaljility 
of tbe Government. Gladly would we 
find these fears to be groundless; for 
we still feel convinced that, under 
proper management, tho boarJiug 
school system is that whicli would 
' ' best meet the educational wants of the 
great country east of the Cascades. 

What Does it Portond ? 



—'In oonstitnting his Cabinet, Mr.Macken- 
sde seleoted two of bis ministers from the 
Senate, One of them, Mr. Christie, baa 

since been appointed Speaker of tho .So- 
nata, thus reducing tlic nuiaucr of Sena- 
tors in the (.!ubniol to one. Meanwhile 
the Hon. George Brown liasbeeu appoint- 
ed to tho Senate, It would not in the 
least surprise us to hear of Mr. Brown ao- 
oepting ft seat in tbe Cabinet, and it is by 
no means nnreasonable to snpposo that 
recent changes "have boon made with sncli 
an object in view. Wo believe a lai-,i.n' 
majority of tho Canadian people wmild 
be glad to see Mr. IJrown in the Cabinet, 
although it would seem somowliat ancjnia- 
loua to tied him accepting oHico under 
hin own Lieutenant, Mackenzie. To few 
of her pnblio men doe.s Canada owe a 
larger,;debt of gratitude than to !Mr. 
BrowilV nlthougli hi;; services were chief- 
ly rendered iu tiio Opposit ion , and this 
journal ha.s more tiian onco or twieo i-x- 
pressed regret that a man who had done 
so much for the country, ono who migiit 
almost be regarded as the father of the. 
Pominion, did not occupy a front jjosi- 
tion in tbo Adiiiiuistratioa entrusted with 
the atluirs of tlio voniig eniijiro. That 
hia presence ni tho Cabinet would great- 
ly increase its strengtli, and ability ami 
influence, even Mr. lirown's bitterest pol- 
itical enemids cannot deny; and we sin- 
cerely trust wo have correctly read tho 
•igns of the times.

in the working of the present Bales had 
been shown. 

Mr. Duck asked for an explanation of 
tho motion. 

Mr. Smith requested the hou. mover 
to withdraw it. 

Mr. Walkem announced that ho would 
prepare an amendmient.<, 
■ Mr. Smiiho pointed out several anoma- 
lies in tho Rules, tho most important of 
which was tho want of explicit iiiloruia- 
. tion for tlio guidance of tho 8i)0:ilior and 
members. 

Tho hon. Attorney General here asked 
the hon. gentleman to amend his resolu- 
tion. 

Vir. Smithe refused, and the resolution 
was lost.

Hon. Mr. "Walkem — To movo that tho 
word aflirmativa in llulo Si bo expunged 
an 1 tho word negative substituted. 

Mr. Smitho — To movo that clause 8 bo 
stricken out.

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

Mr. Smith morod tlio 2ud reading of 
I tho Public Schools Amendment Bill. Tho 
Bill proposes to reduce tho number of 
' children from fifteen to ten necessary to 
create a school District, and to reduce 
fc&e school-going age from 7 and 14 to 5 
and' 9 years. He held that the Mainland 
had been sadly neglected in the matter of 
education; thu oxpendiluro having been 
very light. Tho intellectual culture of 
ehifdren in tho isolated districts was of 
as much importance to tho country as 
■ those more favorably situated. Four- 
fifths of the children of the Mainland 
' were intelleotually starved and he trusted 
their wants would bd attended to. [Hoar 
hear. ] 

Hon. Sir. Walkem opposed the Bill. 
" Tho resources of tho country' wore altoge- 
ther too heavily tax.ed already to provide 
•840,000 for educational purxioses. Why, 
flome of the families from the Emerald 
Isle oomprise'd ten and twelve children, 
and tho Government would have to st!i- 
tion a teacher in every hoiiso besides pro 
viding a dry nurse for every five children 
(ii laugh.) It would bo unfair to the Pro- 
vince to compel it to nurso children as 
well as teach them. He moved that the 
Bill be road this day six months. - 

Mr. MoOreight opposed the second 
reading. The country could not meet tho 
additional oxpensa that this Bill would 
entail. It was alieady proposed to cut 
down our subsidy from the Dominion 
G jvernmout; our Land revenue.s aiaoiiiil- 
• I to almost nothing. Mining licenses were 
aearcely, worth, oolleoting. Where was the 
money to come from ? The Bill would 
cr.jato half as many more districts as now. 
For his part, lia woulil gladly supply 
every child in the Province with a dry 
nurso, but tho circumstances of the coun- 
try forbade it. Wliat this Government 
or snocseding Governments were to do 
in this Province if the taxation were to 
fco cut down and expenses increased ho 
could not say. Tho hon. mover had not 
even pointed out where tho necessity for 
thin additional oxpendituro o.-cisted. 

Mr. Booth said that if the Bill wore 
passed oacli scholar, where there wereonly 
ton attending, would cost tUo country 
$60 a year for^i teacher alone. • 

Mr. Semlin said that it would be a groat 
hardship to compel children of 5 years to 
attend a school three miles distant from 
his liomo. [hoar. J 

Mr. Robertson sugijestud a Select Com- 
mittee of live or six luoinhors, and if tho 
hon. mover could satisfy that Uoramittoe 
that there was a necessity for tho Bill 
no doubt they would so report. This 
Bill was entirely anta;^ouistic to a Bill 
brouglit in last Ko^■sion, — a Bill which 
created the boarding school systom, in- 
tended to Bupply tho want tho Bill pro- 
posed to deal with; if this Bill woro pas- 
sed the expenditure ma(le to carry out the 
Boarding School system would bo useless. 
The ninth of the revenue (.^310,000) wont 
already to pay tlio expense of education. 

Mr. lluuiplirays said that tho condi- 
tions in this country are very dilTeront to 
those found in older countries, and tho 
measuroB must be mado to suit tho case. 
Ho thought that tax for educational pur- 
poses ought to bo among the most 
popular of all, and contended that in the 
race which all countries woro running 
■with Olio another in tlioao days, tho main 
chance of srinning lay in tho education of 
tho children, and he alluded to the late 
struggle between Prussia and France in 
support of his position. In his opinion, 
$1:0,000 was an altogether inadeciaate 
sum fur the educational requirements of 
the Proviuoo, and lie could safely assort 
that thoro woro still nuniljors of children 
who could not on account of the distauco 
tiioy would bo coinpoUed to travol attend 
any school. 

Mr. Robsou thought that the statomont 
of tho hon momber for- E3qaim.ilt that 
one-ninth of our revenue went in educa- 
ting the youth of the country was high- 
ly croditablo to ub; but it appeared to 
him that tho result of tho Bill now under 
disoussion would bo that wo should have 
to provide a teaohor for every family. In 
Ills district, at all"^ovents, two families 
would frequently furnish tho niatori.ds 
for one school according to tho terms of 
tho.Bill. Ho woiild be glad to give every 
pioneer a chanco to oducato his children; 
but he was afraid it was not practicable to 
erect a school at tho door of every Bott- 
ler, and ho was afraid that tho number 
gtated in the original Bill was as low.os it 
4;>al(l veil be placed. Ho xegarded this also 



[ as o direct blow to tho boarding-school 
experiment. 

Hon. Mr. Boavon objected tlint Mr. 
Smith's Bill was out of uU i)roportion to 
the requirements of tho country, and 
agreed with tho last speaker that it would 
be almost equal to giving a schoolmaster 
to ever^ family. . BritiBh Columbia was 
liberal in tho matter of education and ho 
thought it right, hut thorn wpto limits to 
ovorythiug. If this Bill became law wo 
should have to resort, as was tho case in 
Ontario, to direct taxation. Ho contond- 
od also that it was very wrong to send 
children of suoh a tender age as iivo yours 
to aohool. 

Mr. Smith replied that as far as tho in- 

croaacd expenditure was concerned it 
would tako aboutS10,00U out of tlio school 
fund to do justice to the district above 
Yale, some three-fourths of tho Provinco, 
And what was SIO.OOO .wben we consider 
the Qumbor of children now running, ho 
might say -wild, in that part of the Pro- 
vince. Ho denied that ho had advocated 
sending children of 5 or (1 yea.is of ago, (! 
or 7 niil(>» to school, and created soino 
laughter by his remarks on tiio subject of 
large families .niokon of by some muni- 
bera, and liuully proposed that tlio lion. 
Attorney-Goneral eUyuld withdraw his 
amendment, and he (Mr, Smith) "would 
willingly refer the bill to a Select Oom- 
mitteo. 

On Mr. Walkem's refusal, Mr. Smith, 
said, that he did not liko to sue bills mur- 
dered in this way. 

Thequostioii was put and the amendment 
was carried thus killing tho bill. 

HoUEo went into Committee on the Bill 
for

against the lands of thoir debtors. Mr. 
Saul in tho chair. One or two amend- 
ments woro olTorod to this lullaiul acci-[)t- 
od by Mr. Walkein, who then moved that 
tho Uomniittoo rise and report the bill 
complete. 

Carried, and report to bo considered 
to-morrow. 

TAX SALE liEPtAL HTLL, 

Mr. McCreiglit objected to one of the 
clauses of this Bill as being too stringent. 

Mr. Duck rose and said that he folt 
bound to oppose tho Bill in toto. If ho 
understood the purport of it, it referred 
to matters as far bank as ISii'J. He had 
asked the Provinciid Secretary last ses- 
sion why these taxes had not bjoii colloct- 
ed before and bttd never received any sa- 
tisfactory answer, and he was of opinion 
that the measure was ariconstitutional. 

Tho Chairman said 'that Mr. Duck was 
out of order. 

IMr. Duck said that he would liko to 
state his objections. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said that ho would 
have an opportunity of doing so on the 
third reading. Mr. Walkem said that tlio 
Government had behaved very liberally 
in this matto- and had lost something like 
810,000 by al'owingall who could show a 
receipt for a given year to go clear for all 
years before the date of such receipt. 

Mr. Ducks-aid that ho did not seo why 
peoiilo should bo niado to pay taxes now 
which ought to have been i)aid years ago, 
although the land had repeatedly changed 
hands. It was practically making the 
j)!iblic pay for the carelessness of Qov- 
erni'iont oilicials. Many i)ei-sons now 
claim that thoy have paid, but li:ivo lost 
their receipts. Tiio wlioh; thing was a 
bungle, and most eorlaiuly tho iiroj)Ic 
were not to blame for it. He wuuld op 
pose any schome by which they would bo 
mado to pay for the faults of a bygone 
Government. 

Hon. Mr. Walkom here moved that tho 
Committee rise, report progress and usk 
leave to sit again on Friday. Carried.

Mr. Humphreys withdrew the Aliens 
Ordinance Amendment Bill. 

MABBTED WOJIBN's PBOPEBTT DILI.. 

Mr. Hinitho considered that it could 
only havo been an oversight that the pro- 
visions of this bill wcro not uinbodit'tl in 
that of last year relating to tiiis suljjoct. 
It simply i)rovided that married women 
wore to bo inndo liable for a porlion of 
tbo necessary expcnsos of their family. 
According to the bill at present in opera- 
tion it was possible that a woniiui might 
leave her husband and rotniii her projjor- 
ty for her solo use. leaving her children 
as a charge upon the man, who_ might not 
have property of his own, and 'might not 
bo in a position to support them to wall 
as the wifo. 

Mr. Ueaven, as tho originator of tho l>ill 
now in foroo, did n(jt think llu'rci was any- 
thing to object Lo in the [ji'osent motion, 
but must say that ho believed that tho 
ohildrea were more often deserted by the 
father than by the mother. 

Mr. Holbrook had much jdeasnro i;i 
supporting t!i(.' bill, wliieli lie coiisiiloroil 
corroctud soni-! of the errors of the bill 
already in forco. 

Mr. McCreiyht supportiul tho Bill on 
tho griiund that it would render fraud 
more diilicult, as it would enable a cre- 
ditor to proceed against a married woman 
and recover one-half of the value of all 
goods supplied for the use of herself anil 
children. 

Tho Bill passed a second reading, and 
tho House went into Committee upon it, 
Mr. Hughes in tho Chair. 

Considerable disoussion took place and 
sovoral amendments woro offered. Mr. 
Smith, however, liiially moved that the 
Comniittoo ri.so, ruporL iirogross and nsk 
loavo to sit again to-morrow.- 

Mr. Barnston moved that the report of 
tho Board of Education bo printed.

The death is announced, at the ago of 
70, of tho Rev. .lohn Dymoke, "Tho 
Quoeu's Champion." HovviLS tbo young- 
er of the two sons of the lato Rev. John 
Dymoke, of Scrivelsby, who ought to 
havo acted as "champion" at the corona- 
tion of George IV., but who, as a clorgy- 
maii, was exensjd, rr rather nllowoJ to 
discharge his duty by deputy on that oc- 
cassion; his son, tho lato Sir' Henry Dy- 
moke, tho older brother of tho goiitleman 
whoso name is now before us, acting iu 
his stead. This was the last occasion on 
which tho eyes of the jioers and peeresses 
of England were nllowcd to gaze upon 
tho "hereditary champion" of the English 
throne — Earl Grey; liord Melbourne; 
and tho Whigs in 1S;!1, and again in 1838, 
not being willing to allow tho nation to 
bo put to any uoodless expense, the writer 
of the "Black Book" having showed, on 
tho authority of Hansard, that tho core- 
moniea which attended the coronation of 
Georgoiiy.-cost no less than £2:13,000. 
The ofH'ce of champion has been vested in 
the Dyiuokos for .ODD years. 

Evidently trade is the right thing to go 
into nowadays. Lord Archibald Campbell 
son of the duke of Argyll, and, therefor, 
brotliar-in-law of tho Princess Louise, 
has, through tho instrumentality of Lady 
Burdett- Coutts, left the valuing of Son- 
chong, green gunpowder, and nncolourod 
hysons, lo become a partner at £-2,000 a 
year in Coutts' Blink. What extraordin- 
ary talent these GampboUs havo! 

Mr. Russell Gurney, M. P. for South- 
auinton, on his return from America, ad- 
ftrossod his constituents, nnd speaking of 
the institutions of tho Republic, ho char 
o^torized them as calculated to aid in the 
dovelopnuMit of corruption. Tho ballot, 
in his opinion, did not prevent systematio 
corruption. Tho CJouservalivo press in 
London takes .-m (i))portunity to indnlgo 
in a little siireadcagleiam in favor of old 
nobilitifts and what not. 

Prince Bismarck, according to Cnili 
liditi, h.as just met with a cheek. Ho hud 
undertaken to obtain the adojitimi by 
foreign jjowers of (lerman as the langn.agc 
of uegoti.-itions. lie liad not hitherto en- 
dcav()urc(Ho impose it ollicially, but had 
confined liiniscdf to senii-oflioial prtjposi- 
tious by bis agc-nls. IIo luul just himself 
commenced the strn^'glo. lb; sent a note 
in German t'l Prince (iortschakolT, who 
reiiliod in Russian. As t!ie Emperor Wil- 
liiim'sPrime Minister does not understand 
that language, ho had to send for a trans- 
lator, and the opposition journals of Bor 
lia state that he was much irritated at the 
rosnlt of his experiment.

Dr. Kenealy and the Judges 

{From the London Corrcspoinlence of the 
2fcw york'l'ime.-i.) 
Dr. Konoaly's speech— the greatest out- 
rage on all tho decencies of judicial pro- 
cedure kno'.vu in our timo— is still going 
on. Ho is like tho man who found his 
prison cell every day beeonio smaller and 
ainallor. Tho issues of tho case are gra- 
dually being closed upon him, and, in 
despair, ho dashes wildly against tho li- 
niits of inoxornblo fact within which he 
is eontinod. If thoro had been nnv doubt 
before as tho character of tho claimanl, 
tho Luio episode must havo removed it. 
Luio had boon ordered into custody by 
tho Judges on a charge of perjury, having 
been shown to be a convict lately released 
from Chatham prison, and it luuv be as- 
sumed that his evidence, so far us it tolls 
in favour of the claimant, has boon dis- 
miaaed from the case. But where it tells 
agaiifat him bim it remains; for not only 
did Luio protend to recognize tho claim- 
ant as tlie Roger who had been saved from 
tho Bella when lie w;is steward of tho Os- 
prey, but the claimant was stated to havo 
recognized Luie. So tho two inu3t stand 
or fail together. If Luio's story is all a 
lio, the claimant must have known it. 
Luie's evidence as to the inti.'rview with 
tlio clainiant was very distinct and posi- 
tive on this point, ilo said tho latter re- 
cognized iiuu at once, and asked, "How 
do you do, LuieV" This wab ovidonco 
)jroduced with tho claimant's sanction, in 
his own behalf, and tho interview took 
place in tho presence of some of his agents. 
When Luie first appeared in Court he 
used to sit besides tho claimant, and they 
chattered together in a friendly manner. 
In private also thoy seem to liiivo been on 
familiar terms; but since Luie's latter 
history has been expo.sed, the claimant 
has cut"im dead. But it is too late. As 
to Dr. Kenealy's attacks on tho Bench, 
and on tho counsel on the other side, 
thoy are altogether indecent and inexcu- 
sable. The udmiiiistration of justice 
would brought to a litaiulstill if similar 
practices were adopted by other counsel. 
He rambles on from one point to another, 
darts olf with all sorts of irrelevant di- 
gressions, accuses tho Judges of being in- 
solent and unfair if they venture to inter- 
pose a remark, and Hings about wild char- 
ges of corruption, forgery, and iierjury, 
in tho most krecless manner. Tho jury 
have felt bound more than once toe.xpress 
their sympathy with the Bench, and their 
own iudignationat tho scandalous waste 
of time. It is suggested that Dr. Kenoaly, 
being now hopeless of a verdict, is nn- 
Jtious to provoke the Court into putting 
him to silence so that it may bo said that 
his case was not properly heard out to tho 
I n.l; but I should think tho Doctor's ten - 
peraniout and character supply a Sufficient 
esplanalion. His temper is obviously 
boyond his control, and he has worked 
himself up into a state of mind in which 
ho hardly know.'' what ho is saying. Some 
years ago ho was imjjrisoued for having, 
in a fit of ungovernable fury, beaten one of 
hi.i children within an inch of its lifo. The 
maiutenanco of professional honour and 
discipline at the Bar is left to tho bench- 
ers of the Inns of Court, nnd Dr. Kenealy's 
boncher will probably have sonietliing'to 
say when tho trial is over.
